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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 5- 1 9 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 . 1 42(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention and species, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 09/08/2005. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 3/21/2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that the reference to Taggert 0501) does not teach or fairly suggest "at 
least one mounting pin is attached within said opening to said at least one mounting block and is 
attached to at least one of said first or second mounting surfaces of said first or second mirror 
panels". 

The examiner is of the opinion that mounting pin (the projection) of mounting block (28) 
which extends into an opening of mounting block (30) of Taggert "connects and joins" the 
mounting blocks together, wherein the mounting block (28) having the mounting pin (the 
projection) is attached to at least one of the first or second mounting surfaces (22) of first or 
second mirror panels (20), via the screws, fasteners... etc., as shown in Fig. 2, wherein the inner 
circumference of the opening of mounting block (30) "holds" the outer circumference of the 
mounting pin (the projection) in such a manner that the mounting blocks are capable of being 
"fasten" together. Thus, the mounting pin (the projection) is considered to be "attached" within 
the opening. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1 5 4, 5 5 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Taggert(<501). 

Taggert discloses a roof mirror assembly comprising first and second mirror panels (20) 
comprising first and second reflective surfaces (32) and first and second mounting surfaces (22), 
respectively, wherein said first and second mirror panels are joined together so that said first and 
second reflective surfaces are substantially perpendicular to each other (see figures 1 and 2); at 
least one mounting block (28,30) having at least one opening extending through a portion 
thereof; and at least one mounting pin (that element attach to element (28), shown in Fig. 6) 
received within said at least one opening of said at least one mounting block, wherein said at 
least one mounting pin is attached within said opening to said at least one mounting block and is 
attached to at least one of said first or second mounting surfaces of said first or second mirror 
panels, wherein the first and second edges (16) of said mirror panels are joined together to create 
a miter joint of 45 degrees. Note figures 1 to 6 along with the associated description thereof. 

5. Claims 2, 3, 6-9 and 12-14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
